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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The embodiment of figure 5 of Katz is clearly 
disclosed as an alternate outlet structure which uses the same supply 2 and supply piston 23 as figure 1 . Piston 23 is disclosed as a follow 
on piston with no disclosed structure limiting its movement and thereby will inherently follow on whatever pressure is applied to chamber 2, 
positive or negative. Bleeding is an inherent function of the dispenser structure. When plunger 3 is moved toward the outlet nozzle, 
material inherently flows toward all possible outlets which includes bleed outlet 22 until covered by the plunger 3 body. This is a function of 
the structure of the dispenser and fluid mechanics and will occur regardless of whether or not the reference discloses or explains this 
feature. 
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
